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Social Security 
Act Works Some 
Cruel Injustices

WASHINGTON—Are you one of 
the 48 million 
people 
now 
cov­ 
ered by Social Security? If so. you 
probably have* rosy visions of a 
welcome m onthly check which will 
help you supplem ent your incom e 
after you retire at age 65. 


However, if you h ave any such 
idea, gentle rea d e r, you m a y be 
due for a rud e 
shock. 
F o r the 
truth is that ou r present Social 
Security law w orks som e cruel in­ 
justices on m an y oldsters. 


After paying into the fund for 
decades, they learn th at the law 
is 
written 
so 
that 
they 
cannot 
draw a cent when they reach re ­ 
tirem ent age. It could happen to 
you—and probably will unless the j 
law is changed. 
Take the case of a despondent. 
71-year-old Chicago m a n who re­ 
cently tried to co m m it suicide be­ 
cause he was penniless, cold, hun­ 
gry, had no place to stay and his 
Social Security w as cu t off. His 
story is told by Hep. John Bell 
Williams, who is leading a drive to 
correct som e of the injustices in 
the present law.
